The two-year contract with the 
Egyptian Gin tractors 
association 
provides for a five cent an hour 
wage increase retroactive to Jan. 
I, with a IO cent increase as of 
July I and a 15 cent increase Jan 
I, 1957 
Stanley Medley of Harrisburg, 
business agent for the local, said 
many of the workers were back 
on the job today, and th e 'remain­ 
der should be at work again to­ 
morrow. Between 200 and 250 op­ 
erating engineers were affected by 
the strike. 
The settlement clears the path 
for work to resume at two big 
projects in southern Illinois which 
were affected by the strike. Con­ 
struction work on the Southern Illi­ 
nois University campus and work 
on the power plant of the Central 
Illinois Public Service Co. at Grand 
Tower had been halted. 
Work can also get under way on 
the 
South Main-Robinson street 
paving project in HarriWfelrg. The 
Triangle Construction Co. has the 
contract to do the job. 
Since the heavy equipment op­ 
erators walked out July S over 
a wage demand, 18 southern Illi­ 
nois contractors have signed separ­ 
ate agreements with the union. 
The union represents the opera­ 
tors of heavy equipment such as 
bulldoxers, draglines, hoists, and 
motor patrols.

Stratton Considers Korean Bonus 


Plan; Will Announce Decision Soon 


SPRINGFIELD tm—Gov. William 
G. Stratton today considered a Ko­ 
rean 
veterans 
bonus 
proposal 
which 
appeared to have 
small 
chance of winning his approval. 
The 
proposal 
was agreed on 
Tuesday by a special bonus com­ 
mission which recommended that 
the governor call a special session 
of the Legislature to place the plan 
on the November ballot. 
Stratton's office said he would 
announce his decision on the plan 
within a few days. 
The commission’s proposal calls 
for: 
$10 per month for each month 
served in the armed forces be­ 
tween June 27, 1950, and July 27, 
1953. 
An additional flat sum payment 
of $100 for those with the Korean 
service medal, that is those who 
served In the combat area. 
A $1,000 payment to benefici­ 
aries of persons killed in service 
during the period of the Korean 
war. 
To Ie eligible for the bonus, a 
person would have to have served 
at least 60 days and lived in Illi­ 
nois for at least six months be­ 
fore entering service. 
The commission estimated the 
cost of the bonus at between 70 
and 75 million dollars. 
Bonds for the bonus would be 
retired over a 20-year period with 
income from the state utility tax in 
the genera] revenue fund.

The commission estimated the 
cost of the bonus this way: $3,000,-

and about $53,100 OOO for the month­ 
ly $10 payments to an estimated 
295,000 veterans. 
This total of about $62,100,000 
would be increased to about 70 or 
$75,000,000 by the interest on the 
bonds.

Propose Using 


Surplus Grain in 


Making Gasoline 


WASHINGTON (IPi — Two farm 
state congressmen proposed today 
that motorists be required to burn 
up 
surplus 
grain 
in their 
gas 
tanks. 
Sen. Karl Mundt (R-SD) and 
Rep. Ben F. Jensen (R-Iowa) said 
in introducing their bill it would 
eliminate the government’s 1,700,- 
1000,000 bushel surplus of corn and 


I wheat within 14 months and add 
no more than 3 cents a gallon to 
the cost of gasoline. 
They said in a joint statement 
that motorists would benefit be­ 
cause low-grade gasolines 
would 
be concerted into "smoother-act­ 
ing, powerful, high - grade extra 
mileage motor fuels.” 
The Jensen - Mundt bill would 
prohibit sale of gasoline or motor 
fuel unless it contained at least 
5 per cent by volume of alcohol 
manufactured from grain. 
To enforce compliance, it would 
levy an additional tax of 5 cents 
a gallon on production or importa­ 
tion of present types of fuel. 
They said their bill to fair be­ 
cause the advent of gas-consuming 
automobiles and tractors eliminat­ 
ed the horses and mules which 
used to consume the now-surplus 
grain. 
The bill would waive the 
tax, once the grain surplus 
to 
eliminated. 
Mundt and Jensen said 
that 
"agrol”—alcohol made from corn 
—has been mixed in motor fuels 
to many other countries for many 
years. 
"One of those nations requires 
by 
law the use of 25 per 
cent 
agrol to all their motor fuel 
in 
order to keep their farm crops to 
normal supply/' they added.

SPRINGFIELD, IU- (Speciai)- 
A new state law which requires 
manufacturers of passenger auto­ 
mobiles to so construct each new 
car that the buyer may attach 
safety belts, is expected by the 
law’s sponsors to save many lives. 
He believes that it also has alert­ 
ed car manufacturers to increased 
safety in car-building and to have 
made the nation’s car users more 
safety conscious. 
State Rep. Ralph Stephenson, 
Moline, who sponsored the law 
and got it through the 1955 legis­ 
lature after a hard struggle but 
with some good assists from his 
district colleague, State Rep. Rich­ 
ard Stengel, Rock Island, now a 
candidate for U. S. senator, and 
State Rep. Rollo R. Robbins, Aug­ 
usta, said if the new law “saves 
one life it will be worth all the 
effort and hard work I applied in 
its passage.” 
Even 
before 
the 
legislature 
passed it and before it was signed 
into law by Gov. William G. Strat­ 
ton, it had other help in the pub­ 
lic acknowledgment of the value 
of safety belts by use of them on 
the cars of Stratton, Stephenson, 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley; 
Secretary of State Charles F. Car­ 
penter, East Moline; and State 
Auditor Orville E. Hodge. 
The new law which went into 
effect on July I, 
states that no 
new passenger automobile may be 
registered thereafter unless it is 
designed to be equipped with a 
device so that the owner may at­ 
tach a seat belt and that the de­ 
vice shall be capable of conform­ 
ance with the Society of Automo­ 
tive Engineers seat belt specifica­ 
tions. 
It does not apply to old 
passenger cars or to old or new 
trucks. 


Up to The Owner 


- Stephenson said the law means 
that manufacturers now MUST so 
construct a passenger automobile 
so that the car buyer will ba able 
to attach a safety belt, if he so 
desires but that nothing compels 
the buyer to attach the belts if he 
does not want them. 
It is up to 
each owner, he said, to decide 
whether he wants safety belts but 
the manufacturer MUST provide 
devices for them on the chassis or 
frame. 
The Moline lawmaker said he 
sponsored the safety belt law be­ 
cause of his experience as a po­ 
lice 
magistrate 
before 
he was 
elected to the legislature. During 
the ten years of his presiding on 
the Moline City Court he heard 
more 
than 
12,000 traffic 
cases 
“and I became thoroughly con­ 
vinced that slaughter on our high­ 
way is a most acute and import­ 
ant problem.” 
“After 
considerable 
research 
and 
with the 
cooperation of 
groups making a study of the 
feasibility 
of seat belts,” 
said 
Stephenson, 
“I 
was completely 
convinced that the use of this 
safety measure would have thou­ 
sands of lives. 
Engineers, doc­ 
tors, universities and aviation all 
recognized the stupendous results 
of various tests and statistics re­ 
vealed many persons were killed 
by sprung doors. 
“This results' in many persons 
being killed as they were hurtled 
through the open door whereas 
had 
they had seat 
belts 
they 
might have escaped death or in­ 
jury. In my opinion the new law 
alerted the automobile manufac­ 
turer because when it was placed 
on our statutes we witnessed a 
nationwide publicity campaign by 
the 
manufacturers 
for 
safety, 
such as new dash beards, better 
door locks, etc.” 
Another new law which relates 
to traffic 
safety on streets and 
highways and which went into ef­ 
fect July I is that which requires 
all newly-manufactured trucks to 


have right and left turn signals. 
The same provision for passenger 
cars went into effect two years 
ago. 
The requirement for trucks 
was co-sponsored by Reps. George 
W. Wilson, Baylis, and A. B. Mc­ 
Connell, Woodstock.

Hoover Lists 
Six Rules ii 
Child Kidnaped 


WASHINGTON (W-FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover today laid down 
six rules for parents to follow if 
their child is kidnaped. 
He said if the rules are followed 
immediately they provide the best 
method for the safe return of a 
kidnap victim. 
He laid down the 
rules as the search continued for 
the kidnaper of little Peter Wein­ 
berger of Westbury, N. Y. 
He said parents should: 
1. Call the FBI. 
2. “ Maintain absolute secrecy” 
about the abduction except to in­ 
vestigating officers. 
3. Not handle ransom notes from 
the kidnaper. Hand them over at 
onec to investigators. 
4. Not touch or disturb anything 
at the scene of the crime. 
Clues 
invisible to the naked eye might 
be destroyed. 
5. Be calm. Try to maintain a 
normal routine around office and' 
home. 
6. Place lull confidence in in­ 
vestigators and provide them with 
full details on the victim includ­ 
ing “personal habits, character 
istics and pecularities.” 
Hoover assured the families of 
kidnap victims that “ when kidnap- 
ings occur the first concern of 
the FBI and other law-enforcement 
agencies is always the safe return 
of the victim.” 
The nation s top G-man reminded 
parents tha* the kidnaper is one 
of the most ruthlessly hunted crim­ 
inals of the underworld. . 
. 
He said that since 1&2.^hen trains 
kidnaping necame a federal of­ 
fense, the FBI has investigated 
459 eases. 
Of that number, 457 
have been solved. The other two 
still are under active investigation.

Relation of Height, 
Intelligence Posed 
EAST LANSING, Mich, W-Tall 
students 
aren’t 
necessarily the 
most intelligent students, nor is 
the class dunce always short. 
However, Dr. Cecil V. Millard, 
director of child development at 
Michigan State University, believes 
height maturity does have some 
relation to mental maturity. 
Millard said a child’s I.Q. is not 
constant; as ta child develops phy­ 
sically and socially his I.Q. chang­ 
es. 
The individual’s 
personal-social 
development may be affected by 
the degree which these various 
measurable aspects of a child’s 
parallel 
each other 
in starting 
points, rates of progress and level­ 
ling off points. 
Millard used a group of 40 boys 
to measure the relationship be­ 
tween intelligence level and height 
level. They were given several an­ 
nual height and intelligence meas­ 
urements over a six-year period. 
Each boy’s height at IO years 
was divided by the estimated max­ 
imum heigh! he would attain and 
this figure was called “ the per­ 
centage of height development at 
age IO.” 
After calculating the height ma­ 
turity for each boy, Millard then 
averaged the percentages of the 
40 boys to obtain a group average. 
Each boy’s percentage was di­ 
vided by the group average and 
the resulting figure for each boy 
was called the “height I.Q..” When 
that was established, there was a 
relationship with the boy’s actual 
IQ.

A heliport has been built atop 
the 
amphitheatre, 
and officials 
believe 
it will prove 
a boon to 
newspicture .services and televi­ 
sion networks. 
The networks and news services 
plan to use the heliport to shuttle 
pictures via 
helicopter between 
the amphitheatre and Midway Air­ 
port, for shipment throughout the 
nation. 
Reinsch said seats for visitors 
at the convention will be limited 
because the number of delegates 
this year will be almost 
double 
that of the 1952 convention. 
In 1952 
there were 
1,632 dele­ 
gates and 1,632 alternates. 
This 
year, 
under the half-vote 
plan, 
there will be a maximum of 2,744 
delegates and 1,896 alternates. 
This means that the entire main 
floor, which four years ago seated 
both delegates and alternates, will 
be filled with delegates only. In 
the mezzanine, 1,900 seats will be 
reserved for alternates. 


No Hotel Room Shortage 


But there rhould be no shortage 
of 
hotel rooms, 
although some 
VIPs may not get the suites they 
desire. 
The Chicago Convention 
Bureau sad 11,825 of the Chicago 
area’s 35,000 transient hotel rooms 
have bran set aside for the con­ 
vention trade. 
The Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 
estimates there will be a IO to 30 
per cent increase in communica­ 
tions requirements this year com­ 
pared with the 1952 convention. 
Company spokesmen 
said 
the 
amphitheatre will require an es­ 
timated 32 switchboards, 4,000 tel­ 
ephones, more than IOO 
phone 
booths, 160 private lines, hundreds 
of special lines and 1,330 trunks. 
Other facilities will 
be installed 
for various headquarters in down­ 
town hotels. 
The company said 54 microwave 
“dishes” for television will be in­ 
stalled, including 28 atop the am ­ 
phitheatre, IO on the Conrad Hil­ 
ton Hotel and the remainder

center staffed
